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Detailed Action 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-27 are pending. This action is in response to tlie amendment received 
August 8, 2005. 

Response to Arguments 

The rejection of claims 1-23 under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Guheen et al (US 6,615,166) is maintained. 

Applicant's arguments filed August 8, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In response to the arguments concerning the previously rejected claims the 
following comments are made: 

A.) Applicant alleges that the prior art made of record fails to teach a header display 
region for displaying a header corresponding to at least one user defined company 
which a user desires to monitor financial information pertaining thereto. The examiner 
disagrees with applicant's representative since Guheen teaches a header (col. 83, line 
58 to col. 84, line 16) display region for displaying a header corresponding to at least 
one user defined company which a user desires to monitor financial ( col. 150, line 56 to 
col. 151, line 21; figs. 1W-E and 32) information pertaining thereto. In other words, 
Guheen teaches a header files in relation to financial management issues. He 
discloses asset management ensures that all assets are registered within the inventory 
system and that detailed information for registered assets is updated and validated 
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throughout the assets lifetime. This information will be required for such activities as 
managing service levels, managing change, assisting in incident and problem resolution 
and providing necessary financial information to the organization. In addition, he 
teaches the intended use of the tool for collecting, analyzing and displaying in graphical 
format. The financial information is in real-time performance rate that is characterized 
from a wide range of resources. The system analyzed current workload and 
configuration data and forecast future requirements, as well as providing input into the 
financial planning process. 

B.) Re claims 24-27, Guheen teaches a software system as claimed in claims 1 and 12. 
Therefore the rationale applied in the rejection of claims 1 and 12 applies herein. In 
addition, Guheen teaches a security information region displaying financial information 
related to trading activities (col. 207. lines 2-40) of the first one of the financial securities 
( col. 148-149: col. 41 . line 56 to col. 42. line 30: fig. 3) . He discloses a security 
information region in relation to security standards, guidelines and procedures provide 
security direction to the financial information. The system will help define how the 
security requirements developed through the Risk Assessment must be addressed in all 
areas of the financial environment. 

With regards to the claims rejected as rejected over Guheen, the examiner would 
like to point out that the reference teaches the claimed limitations and thus provides 
adequate support for the claimed limitations. Therefore, the examiner maintains that 
Guhenn taught the claimed limitations.
